It  would  be  fair  comment  to  say  that  member  Jack  Ingham  has  one  of  the 
largest  stable  of  racehorses  in  Australia.  Jack  takes  a  winner  nonchantly.  Not  so 
Lyn  Ingham  wife  of  Jack.  A  lady  of  charm  and  courtesy.  The  excitement  shown 
by  Lyn  when  her  own  horse  “Girls  Delight”  won  at  Warwick  Farm  far  exceeded 
that  of  Jack’s  when  he  won  the  Golden  Slipper  with  “John’s  Hope”.  A  first  class 
“Tattersall’s  Man”  Jack,  brings  to  the  Australian  Jockey  Club  Committee  a  vast 
experience  and  practical  knowledge  of  horse  racing. 

Now  down  to  business.  The  leaking  pipes  adjacent  to  the  swimming  pool  have 
been  replaced  after  the  removal  of  numerous  tiles  and  much  concrete.  An 
expensive  sorite.  A  bulge  more  like  a  carbuncle  developed  in  the  wall  of  the  foyer 
on  the  4th  floor.  Off  came  the  wallpaper  and  with  it  half  the  plaster  came  away. 
Building  renovations  now  completed  and  the  walls  redecorated  with  new  paper. 
As  promised  the  beer  refrigeration  pipes  have  been  replaced,  the  result  a 
favourable  comment  on  the  quality  of  the  beer.  In  addition  we  have  installed 
Toohey’s  Beer  in  addition  to  Tooth’s.  Just  as  well  because  of  the  strike  at  Resch’s 
we  ran  out  of  Tooth’s  Beer,  but  the  delivery  from  Toohey’s  kept  us  fully  supplied. 
I  congratulate  the  Committee  on  their  decision  because  some  folks  are  wise  and 
some  otherwise.  We  are  now  proceeding  with  the  renovations  and  redecoration  of 
the  bed-rooms.  The  result  will  be  first  class  rooms  at  a  very  reasonable  tariff. 

Your  Committee  for  the  first  time  held  a  Luncheon  for  Members  of  50  years 
standing,  i.e.  for  members  who  joined  the  club  before  the  1st  March,  1928.  I 
would  say  it  was  one  of  the  most  delightful  functions  I  have  attended  at  the  Club. 
The  guests  were  Cecil  O’Dea,  Joe  Goldberg,  Jack  Shaw,  Arthur  Miller  and  Ken

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Tooth’s  Big  Move  on 
the  Beer  Front 

It  made  news  recently  when  Tooth’s  with  a  well  executed  swoop  into 
Melbourne  acquired  the  ailing  Courage  Breweries,  Sydney’s  major  brewer,  Tooth 
and  Co.,  has  neatly  solved  a  number  of  its  problems. 

Tooth’s  main  reason  for  acquiring  Couage  was  to  increase  production. 

Its  managing  director,  Mr.  Harry  Alee,  was  reported  as  saying  that  Tooth 
could  sell  100  million  gallons  a  year  in  NSW  if  it  could  only  produce  enough  beer. 
At  the  moment  it  is  six  to  seven  million  gallons  short  of  this  figure. 

And  with  Courage  currently  producing  at  only  60  per  cent  of  its  13  million- 
gallon-a-year  capacity,  Tooth  will  use  up  the  extra  capacity  at  Courage’s 
Broadmeadows  plant  in  Melbourne  to  produce  Tooth’s  beer  for  the  NSW  market. 

At  the  same  time,  Tooth  will  be  able  to  utilise  the  substantial  tax  losses  that 
have  built  up  in  the  Courage  group  over  the  years. 

Although  it  probably  would  not  make  much  difference  to  Tooth’s  net  profits 
over  the  next  12  months,  the  long-term  tax  benefits  will  be  considerable. 

Looking  further  ahead,  Tooth  is  ideally  placed  to  launch  its  Cold  Golds  in  to 
the  Melbourne  market.  With  its  beach-head  now  secured  right  in  the  middle  of 
Carlton  and  United  Breweries’  own  home  territory,  Tooth  can  look  at  ways  of 
getting  a  handy  share  of  the  Melbourne  market. 

Of  course,  there  are  some  of  us  in  Sydney  who  might  be  uncharitable  enough 
to  say  that  the  best  way  for  Tooth  to  sell  its  beer  in  Melbourne  would  be  to  make 
a  beer  of  a  lower  alcoholic  content  than  the  beer  it  sells  to  us  in  Sydney! 

Another  aspect  of  the  Courage  acquisition  is  that  it  now  gives  Tooth  what 
might  be  seen  as  insurance  cover  for  its  main  Sydney  market;  if  it  has  industrial 
problems  in  Sydney  it  can  cover  this  from  Melbourne. 

Although  it  brought  in  a  new  packaging  line  late  last  year,  Tooth  has  been 
unable  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  packaged  beer.  Our  changing  drinking 
habits  in  recent  years  have  pushed  up  consumption  of  canned  beer  at  the  expense 
of  draught  beer. 

Tooth’s  aim  will  be  to  see  a  gradual  withdrawal  of  Courage  beer  from  the 
Sydney  market  and  to  replace  this  with  its  own  Tooth’s  brand  beers  produced  at 
its  two  big  breweries,  the  Waverley  brewery  at  Waterloo  and  the  Kent  brewery  at 
Ultimo. 

The  presently  unused  capacity  of  around  five  million  barrels  a  year  at  the 
Courage  brewery  will  produce  Tooth’s  brand  beer.  This  will  be  carted  up  the 
Hume  Highway  into  southern  NSW,  as  far  north  as  about  Wagga. 

This  will  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  company’s  two  Sydney  breweries  and  will 
enable  them  to  increase  their  ability  to  supply  the  Sydney  area. 

Mr.  Alee  reported  that  the  choice  Tooth  had  was  to  either  build  new  capacity 
in  Sydney,  or  to  buy  out  Courage. 

As  it  is,  the  cost  is  about  the  same  in  each  case.  The  main  advantage  that  the 
Courage  purchase  has  is  that  it  now  enables  Tooth  to  increase  its  production 
immediately,  rather  than  waiting  two  or  three  years  for  a  new  plant  to  be  built.

Income  Tax  1978  At  Gosford

Writer  Patrick  Lindsay  tell  us .  .  . 

John  Clinton  has  come  up  with  a 
very  helpful  paperback  “Reducing 
Your  Income  Tax  1978”  -  (Reed 
$3.50). 

Sales  of  the  book  (which  is  reprinted 
and  updated  each  year  have  hit  the 
120,000  mark.  It  was  first  published  in 
1970. 

Unlike  many  books  on  the  subject 
it  is  written  precisely,  yet  concisely, 
and  can  be  readily  understood  by 
ordinary  mortals  and  not  merely  those 
with  double-entry  minds. 

Beginning  with  an  explanation  of 
the  1977  Budget  changes,  Clinton 
takes  us  on  a  well-organised  tour  of 
the  many  taxation  situations,  dealing 
in  turn  with  salary  earners,  business 
and  professional  taxpayers,  investors, 
self-employed  persons  and  retired 
people. 

He  examines  the  available  general 
deductions  at  length  and  considers  the 
alternatives  in  treating  joint  husband 
and  wife  incomes  to  obtain  the 
maximum  deductions. 

He  canvasses  the  definitions  of 
income  and  considers  the  exemptions 
and  concessional  deductions  available 
to  the  salary  earner. 

Perhaps  the  most  valuable  features 
are  the  many  checklists  of  allowable 
deductions,  depreciation  rate  tables 
which  apply  in  each  category. 

The  book  is  well  indexed  and 
neatly  laid  out  and  should  serve  as  a 
useful  ready  reference  at  tax  time  for 
the  salary  earner,  and  at  any  time  for 
the  small  businessman  or  self- 
employed  person. 

The  section  on  business  and 
professional  taxpayers  contains  much 
excellent  practical  advice  on  employ¬ 
ment  problems,  stock-taking,  cars  and 


car  tax  benefits,  use  of  the  residence  in 
business,  and  the  desirability  of  family 
partnerships. 

The  special  chapters  on  retirement 
planning,  primary  producers,  and  the 
particular  problems  of  the  artist  or 
author  should  correct  many  widely 
held  misconceptions  and  offer  some 
hope,  albeit  slim,  to  people  in  those 
categories. 

Throughout  the  sectionson  business 
and  investors,  Clinton  makes  useful 
suggestions  of  methods  of  keeping 
accounts  and  maintaining  records,  and 
includes  some  invaluable  checklists. 

In  the  section  for  investors,  he 
tackles  the  problems  of  dealing  with 
investments  in  stocks  and  shares, 
dividends,  bonus  shares,  deductions, 
depreciation,  and  the  treatment  of 
capital  gains. 

He  sets  out  proven  methods  of 
keeping  records  and  deals  with  the 
traders  tax  position  and  investment  in 
foreign  companies. 

The  book  concludes  with  a  round¬ 
up  of  problems  common  to  all 
categories  of  taxpayers,  including 
retirement,  special  situations  including 
divorce  or  separation,  appeals  against 
assessments  relief  and  the  mode  of 
application. 

Included  in  this  section  is  a  lucid 
chapter  on  the  preparation  of  returns 
with  clear  examples  and  explanations 
of  the  various  methods  of  tax  payment 
and  a  list  of  sources  from  which 
additional  information  can  be 
obtained. 

John  Clinton  is  the  author  of  the 
best-sellers  Buying  Australian  Shares 
and  Buying  New  Zealand  Shares  and 
has  also  written  Investment  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand  and  Asia.

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SNOWFIELDS  AMBULANCE 
SERVICE  CAN  BE  EXPENSIVE 


Tattersall’s  Club  Members  are 
amongst  the  2,000  people  injured  each 
year  in  accidents  on  the  NSW 
snowfields. 

Most  injuries  can  be  treated  locally, 
but  about  300  people  each  year  suffer 
serious  accidents,  including  fractures. 

They  have  to  be  transported  to 
Cooma  for  treatment  or  possibly 
flown  to  Sydney  in  an  air  ambulance. 

For  many  people  injured  on  the 
snowfields  the  worst  shock  comes  not 
with  the  accident  but  when  the  bill  for 
medical  expenses  arrives. 

Road  ambulance  transport  costs 
$50  for  the  first  16  km  and  $1.30  for 
every  additional  kilometre.  An 
ambulance  dash  from  Thredbo  to 
Cooma  costs  up  to  $298. 

An  emergency  air  ambulance  flight 
to  Sydney  with  road  transport  to  and 
from  the  airports  cost  $450.50. 

Skiers  can  cover  themselves  for  the 
high  costs  of  ambulance  transport  by 
joining  the  NSW  Ambulance  Service 
Contribution  Scheme. 

The  rates  forthe  scheme  are  $1 2  for 
a  single  person,  $20  for  a  family  and 
$3.75  for  pensioners. 

The  director  of  the  ambulance 
branch  of  the  NSW  Health  Commission, 
Mr.  W.  Kelly,  said  people  often  gave 
little  thought  to  the  dangers  that 


existed  in  sports  as  stimulating  as 
ski-ing. 

“It  is  a  constant  source  of  amaze¬ 
ment  that  many  people  who  participate 
in  high  risk  sports  do  not  give  enough 
prior  consideration  to  the  type  of 
expense  that  can  be  incurred  if 
something  goes  wrong,”  he  said. 

Members  of  the  scheme  receive  free 
ambulance  transport  anywhere  in  NSW 
for  as  many  trips  as  required  and  can 
also  receive  free,  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances  air  ambulance  services.  Limited 
ambulance  transport  interstate  is  also 
available. 

Benefits  are  immediate  in  the  case 
of  an  accident,  although  medical  cases 
have  a  two  month  qualifying  period. 


CROSS-COUNTRY  SKIING 

IS  BOOMING 

Sales  of  light,  Nordic  touring  skis 
are  increasing  by  about  30  per  cent  per 
year  in  Australia  and  the  United  States, 
and  by  about  50  per  cent  per  year  in 
Canada. 

The  boom  began  in  the  late  1960’s 
and  has  attracted  the  major  European 
and  American  ski  manufacturers, 
companies  which  previously  specialised 
in  making  heavier  skis  used  for  down¬ 
hill  or  Alpine  ski-ing. 

Their  technical  and  manufacturing 
expertise  in  this  formerly  traditional 


field  has  led  to  some  startling 
innovations. 

Only  five  years  ago  more  than  90 
per  cent  of  cross-country  skis  were 
made  from  wood.  This  year  about  90 
per  cent  of  them  will  be  made  wholly 
or  largely  from  other  materials  such  as 
fibreglass,  plastics,  metal  alloys  and 
the  space-age  material,  carbon  fibre. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  this 
change.  Wood  is  becoming  scarcer  and 
dearer,  and  is  not  always  of  consistent 
quality.  Synthetics  are  stronger, 
consistent  in  quality,  and  provide 
better  performance. 

While  the  new  skis  are  dearer,  they 
are  lighter  and  livelier,  require  less 
care,  and  last  longer. 

Their  plastic  soles  do  not  need 
water-proofing  with  pine  tar  and  then 
base-waxing  before  the  runnung  and 
climbing  wax  is  applied,  as  wooden 
skis  do. 

Many  need  no  waxing  at  all,  for 
manufacturers  have  found  methods  to 
carve  or  mould  cleverly  designed 
patterns  into  them  which  slide  freely 
across  the  flats  and  downhill,  yet  grip 
well  for  climbing. 

In  one  stroke  technology  has  over¬ 
come  what  many  felt  was  the  worst 
problem  of  ski-touring  -  waxing. 

Previously  it  was  necessary  to  carry 
a  bag  of  different  waxes,  and  to  select 
the  one  which  had  the  correct 
properties  of  grip  and  glide  to  suit  the 
particular  snow  and  atmospheric 
temperature  at  the  moment.

GREEK  NIGHT  GREAT

I  preferred 
the  anchovies  and  chicken  livers  with 
the  white  wine.  J  ust  a  turn  of  the  head 
brought  more  of  everything  to  the 
table  and  I  for  one  could  not  bring 
myself  to  disappoint  such  charming 
hostesses. 

Between  dances  (Neville  and  Peg 
Amy  were  first  on  the  floor  AGAIN) 
we  could  inspect  progress  of  the 
roasting  sheep  on  the  spit.  It  was 
delicious!  Huge  bowls  of  salad 
accompanied  the  lamb  with  the  choice 
of  red  wine  or  a  pleasant  white  Greek 
wine,  Robola. 

The  settling  process  was  hastened 
by  a  dash  round  the  dance  floor,  but 
when  Basil  Phillips,  with  a  slight  wave 
of  the  hand,  brought  on  beef  shashlicks 
with  more  wine.  I  was  moved  to 
protest. 

Rich  Greek  pastries  with  a  thick 
black  beverage  called  coffee  finished 
the  meal  —  and  me. 

There  were  just  too  many  Greeks 
bearing  gifts.  I  felt  like  the  sheep  —  I 
had  been  done  to  the  turn. 

TOLLANO  TICKLES  THE  TASTE 
BUDS 

Some  of  the  less  keen  of  Tattersall’s 
Epicureans  may  have  been  noticed  to 
flinch  slightly  -  barely  perceptible,  of 
course,  but  flinch  nevertheless  —  when 
a  wine  tasting  was  proposed  so  soon 
after  the  Grecian  feast  but  an  ebullient 
gathering  assembled  on  the  fourth 
floor  and  were  regally  feasted  and 
entertained  by  none  other  than  fellow 
member  Tom  Dickman  of  UDL  and 
Ron  Cox,  Sales  Manager  of  Tollana 
wines,  suppeditaters  of  the  adjunct  to 
our  superb  meal. 

Champagne  and  savouries  were 
served  in  the  lounge  and  following  the 
stroll  to  the  dining  room  we  were 
regaled  with  a  fish  mornay  of 
surpassing  excellence  served  with  a 
1976  Woodbury  Rhine  Riesling,  a 
fruity  yet  dry  wine  and  a  five  time 
gold  medal  winner  and  capable  of  even 
further  maturation. 

The  tasting  at  this  juncture  showed

promise  of  extreme  maturation  with 
the  production  of  a  Moselle,  1977, 
slightly  dry  with  just  the  suggestion  of 
sweetness. 

Eleanor  and  Tony  McDonald  agreed 
the  whites  were  extremely  good.  John 
and  Pauline  Mathews,  enjoyed 
themselves  immensely  and  did  not 
dissent. 

Chicken  and  grapes  or  steak  was 
served  with  Shiraz  Cabernet  1972  or 
Woodbury  Shiraz  1972,  which  while 
showing  a  potential  for  great  improve¬ 
ment  with  bottle  age  was  rich  in 
colour,  smooth,  full  flavoured  with  a 
soft  tannin  finish.  The  Shiraz  Cabernet 
was  a  full,  smooth  red  and  profilic 
medal  winner. 

The  sherbert  dessert  was  served 
with  a  white  Frontignan,  a  delightfully 
delicate,  aromatic  fruity  wine. 


Cheese,  coffee  and  1972  Vintage 
Port  (a  gold  medal  winner)  concluded 
a  great  night  wine  tasting. 

Full  marks  to  both  Tom  Dickman 
for  a  discourse  on  spirits  and  liqueurs 
and  Ron  Scott  for  a  history  of  Tolly 
Scott  &  Tolley’s  venture  into  wine 
production  with  a  present  2,000 
acreage  under  grapes  and  on 
expenditure  to  date  of  $11,000,000 
since  1967.  With  wines  of  this  quality 
“Tollana”  cannot  fail  to  become 
widely  recognised  for  top  grade 
products. 

Ernie  and  Dorothy  Bacon  had 
another  enjoyable  night  with  the 
Epicureans  and  a  welcome  was 
extended  to  new  members  Charles 
Sugar,  accompanied  by  Annette,  Dr.
